HE Society of the Aimtiquaries of Séotland was inftitu- 

ted in the year-1780:- The Noblémen ‘and »Gende- 

men who originally formed this affociatioh, “aswell as every: 
perfon, who Joved his country, had long obferved, with regret, 
that ujough a oe gives birth to thany learned and ingenious 
MEN, heyy pulluits in various deparements of-fiterdrure -were’ 
circumersjed and retarded, by not pofleffing fome advantages 
enjoyed by other polithed nations. In thefe - nations, uke cul 
tare of cyery branch of feience has been greatly promoted by 
academies or hterary focteties, who have flourifhed under fhe 


aufpices and patronage of their refpective fovereigns : But,’ rill +4

‘The laudable intention of 
this affociation was no fooner known to the public, than many 
Noblemen, gentlemen of fortune, and men diftinguithéd ‘for 
their learning and abilities, requelted to be admitted methbers: 
Ingenious differtations, ‘and ei 
antiquity, and of natural produgtions, have been prefented ‘to 
the Society by men of the firft diftinétiow for rank and learning. 
Liberal contributions’in money have alfo been received the 
Society to enable them to promote the purpofes ‘of theiriniti- 
tution. Such, indeed, has been the ardour of all ranks imi‘this 
cuuntry to encourage an imftirution from which ‘fo many ‘nation- 
al advantages were to be «lerived, that, two years after tits for- 
mation, the Society. was. in poffeflion df céafiderable property. 
This valuable pruperty was received from a generous Public; 
and to that Public the members of thé Society ‘confider theni- 
felves as re!poniible for the perpetual prefervation of thé name- 
rous donations with which they have been entrofted. With 


this view they were induced to apply to his Majetty for a Roy- 


al charter, to erect the Society into a body politic and corpo- 
rate. ' 

The views and intentions of the Sociéty have been fo uni- 
verfally applauded, ever fince its commencement, that no idea 
of oppofition could pofkbly be entertained from any individual, 
and. far lefs from any. public: body. © The Society,” however, 
find they have been miltaken. 
vered, with aftonithment, tat the Rev. Dr Roberrfon, Princi- 
pal of the Univertity of Edinbargh, “and ‘an honorary member 
of the Society ‘of the Antiquaries of Scotland, with fomé of 
the Profeffors, had privately, and without any authority from 
the Univerfity, given a caveat to your Lordfhip againtt the So- 
ciety’s obtaining a charter. © ‘This private ¢aveat, fume months 
afterward, received the approbation of a majority of the Univer- 
fity, at afecond meeting of the Senatus Acadenticus, called 
upon that fubject. “The fame caveat has been adopted by the 
Philofophical Society of Edisburgh, and by the: Curators of 
the Advocates Libraty. Thefe caveats have’ the appearance 
0° being individually there; but it cannot efcape your Lord- 
ihip’s penetration, that they are really one. ys 

The Socievy efteem themfelves much indebted to your Lord- 
fhip for favouring them’ with copies of thefe ‘caveats. ° After 
perufing them with attention, though. the facts and argaments 
contained in them appear fo extremely frivolous, that’a férious 
anfwer might be decmed unneceilary, yet a few afimadver- 
fions apon the {pirit and tendency of thefe papers fhall be fub- 
mitted to-your Lordfhip’s confideration. 

The Memorial for the Univerfity of Edinburgh feems ‘to 
contain two arguments, which, when expifcated by your Lord- 
fhip, it is humbly thought muft appear in a very peculiar light. 

Argument 1. * The Senatus Academicus are fally perfua- 
ded, that a Literary Society may be formed on a plan more 
favourable to the progrefs of {cience and literature in’ Scotland’; 
more fuited to the ftate of. the country, and more cunfiltent 
with the intereft of the Univerfity.” © Thefe pofitioris the Sp- 
natus Academicus attempt to fupport by the following argu- 
ment: * In countries of great extent, and where Knowledge 
is much diffuiféd, a confiderable variety of literary focieties may 


be eftablithed with advantage, and each purfue its feparate ob- | 


je& with ardour and faccefs ; but narrow countries do not ad- 
mit of fuch fubdivifion. There the intereft of {cience and li- 
terature is more effectually promoted by one gentral fociety, 
which has for‘its objet the various departments of Philofophy, 
Erudition, and Tafte. The reafons of this difference in ma- 
nagement are obvious ; and the practice and experience of Eu- 
rope, during a handred years, prove that they are well found. 
ed. Upon the firft eftablifhment of literary focieties in the laft 
century,, France was in a condition to form three numerous and 
diftinG ones, the Academie des Sciences, the Academie des 
Inferiptions et de Belles Letires, and the Academie Fraie 
Oise .

We know not whether they made any. collection previous to 
the death of our learned and worthy countryman Sir Robert 
Sibbald. ‘That gentleman bequeathed his valuable Mufeum 
to the Univerfity.. They were alfo entrufted with the Mufe- 
um of Sir Andrew Balfour, which was likewife a numerous 
and valuable collection. It isan undeniable faét, my Lord, 
that neither of thefe two colleétions have now the vellige of 
exiitence : How they were dilapidated, or allowed to perifh, 
it is not our bafinefs to enquire. ‘There is ftill a more recent 
inflance of fimilar remiffnefs.. Not many years ago, a fpisited 
young nobleman endowed the Univerfity with an expenfive and 
curious collection of natural objects. What was the fate of 
this third collefion? To this queflion we can give an explicit 
anfwer: Ir was fold by the executors of the late Dr Ramfay, 
Profefior of Natural Hiftory.. What is {till worfe, moft ofthe 
articles were purchafed by a Ruffian, and, of courfe, are irre- 
coverably loft to this country. 
Another obfervation muft not be omitted. ' If it were pofli- 
ble that his Majefty thould be advifed to refufe a charter of pro- 
tection to the property of the Antiquarian Society, what bene- 
fit is to be derived from fuch refufal, either to the Univerfity or 
to the Faculty of Advocates? Our property is vefted in the 
perfon of a traftee. This: is the third year fince the Society 
was inftiruted. We may proceed, in the fame manner, for any 
gre period. Oppofitiony therefore,.to our charter, unlefs 
ome legal objection to our exiftence were produced, can bring 
no advantage to our learned. opponents. . It is impoffible for 
them'to diflolve pur Society, aud they can never force us to 
part with our property, or prevent us fron: making future ac- 


cumulaions. But gratitude to public generofity‘induces us to
